Rhodes Scholarship

Dr. White. 

Deadline for the submission of 
applications to the local committee 
is November 2. State committees 
of selec'ion will meet on December 
10 or 12 and district committees 
on December 14. Scholars-elect 
will enter the University of Ox- 
ford in October. 1947. Kentucky is 
limited under district group IV 
which also includes the states of 
Michigan. Ohio. Indiana. Illinois, 
and Wisconsin Secretary of the 
state committee is Prof. Charles W. 
Williams of the University of Louis- 
ville, while Dr White serves as 
University chairman. 

Normally, candidates for the 
Rhodes Scholarships must be be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 25. but 
this year candidates who have been 
eligible in any year since 1939 will 
b e allowed t o compete, provided 
'hey have had at least one year of 
military or civilian war services. 
Dr Frank Aydelotte. American Sec- 
retary for the Rhodes trustees, has 
announced. 

For war service candidates, cer- 
tain conditions of eligibility have 
been altered. Whereas regular can- 
didates must be between 19 and 25 
on October 1. 1947. war service can- 
didates may be up to 32 years of 
Hge on that date. The usual ban 
against marriage is removed in the 
ease of service candidates. 

The customary requirement of 
two complete years of college or 
University training at the time of 
application has been dropped to one 
year for service men. Veterans at- 
tending Oxford will have the added 
aid of receiving benefits under the 
OI Bill equivalent to those which 
they would receive in an American 
university, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration has assured.

I niversity Used 
As Radar Base 

For those students Who have been 
much intrigued by the peculiar 
mechanism atop the Biological 
Science building, the mystery is 
cleared. It is a radar antenna What 
for? 

The University of Kentucky has 
been chosen as the southern ter- 
minal for the carrying on of impor- 
tant radar experimentation The 
Air Material Command, whose head- 
quarters is at Wright Field. Dayton. 
Ohio, is further testing and exam- 
ining the oossibilities of a war-time 
development called short range nav- 
igation Essentially and simply It is 
the most ultra-modem method of 
surveying and mapping The trick is 
done by e!ectric impulses aimed at 
a know reference or plumb poin' 
from fixed terminals. The reference 
point will be a B-29 carrying special 
instruments, flying between Lexing- 
ton and Columbus. Ohio. 

The possibilities of the perfected 
equipment are broad. First, topo- 
graphic maps by radar will bo prac- 
tical possibilities, blindflying on par- 
allel flight »»es wi» be a reality, and 
accurate location of a plane in flight 
wil be possibe. 

Even today the accuracy of some 
tests have been remarkable For 
instance at a distance of more than 
150 miles a plane was located with 
an error of a plus or minus 25 feet; 
and in the past 3 months lines have 
been measured and surveyed over a 
length of as high as 574 miles with 
and error comoared to the U. S 
Coast and Geodetic Survey's meas- 
urments of only 12 feet. 

The University of Kentucky was 
chosen for several reasons. The fa- 
cilities at hand and the location 
make it advantageous for those who 
are experimenting, and experiments 
will bring to UK equipment, men 
and information that would be oth- 
erwise unavailable.

Dr. Donovan Dislikes 
Russian Government; 
Lauds Sportsmanship 

I am not particularlv fond of the 
Russian people and I dislike cordially 
their form of government. But I no 
admire certain characteristics I ob- 
served in them when I visited the 
Soviet Union ten years ago They 
faced then, p.s we do now. an acute 
shortage of goods and services, far 
imore acute than anytning we have 
ever known in this country. There 
was not enough of anything to go 
around They lined up to get mea'j, 
to ride on trains, to buy news papers, 
to purchase shoes: they were in 
queues for everything they had t.i 
obtain for existence. Those people 
in the rear of the lines v ere usually 
never served. However, never once 
did I observe any cutting of the line. 
There was no outward evidence of 
impatience, no ugly demonstration 
of disappointment. Apparently they 
understood the situation. There was 
a marked courtesy on the part of 
everyone whether he succeeded or 
failed to secure the goods or ser- 
vices he was seeking. 

Sometimes I am told that there 
are individuals who fail to observe 
the kind of sportsmanship so greatly 
appreciated by everyone. They cut 
lines They crowd ahead of those 
who have been standing for a long 
time. Such practice is irritatii g to 
those who have been waiting pa- 
tiently. I trust every student in the 
University will be sportsmanlike in 
his conduct when it is necessary for 
lines to form for services. The line 
should form to the right and there 
should be no special privileges for 
anyone who has to wait to be served.
